We are legal counsel to the applicant in the above reference matter, and it is in this 
capacity that we write this letter as a status report. 

Cumberland Cellular Partnership ("Cumberland Cellular") filed its application for a 
certificate of public convenience and necessity on March 3, 2006 with the Public Service 
Commission of the Commonwealth of Kentucky (the "Commission"). 

According to the Commission's website docket, six (6) letters of concern were filed with 
the Commission by various property owners.

W. Miranda (Deborah W. Miranda Living Trust) and Anthony Miranda (Indian Hills Sportsman 
Club).
